Before you follow the installation steps below, make sure you have received the latest Show 
Update Software (Micro SD Card) and Show Media Content (USB stick) from the Entertainment 
Department. 


Installation Steps: 


1. POWER up the rack and allow the Pro Commander to fully boot up. (Boot up time is 
approximately 1min and 32 sec.) After you hear the 15 sec video play, the boot up is 
complete. 


2. Insert the USB stick into front of the Pro Commander LTC. All content should auto-load 
upon insertion. After a few seconds the video screens will display a message that the 
content is loading. This process will could take approximately 1 to 2 hours, give or take; 
you will know that the video portion is complete when video begins to play on its own. 
DO NOT REMOVE USB DRIVE DURING THE LOADING PROCESS. 


3. After the media is loaded, remove the USB stick from the Pro Commander. 


4. Power down the rack and remove the current Micro SD card from the front of the Pro 
Commander and replace it with the new one you just received. Allow the rack to remain 
powered down for at least 60 seconds. 


5. Repeat Step 1 then go to Step 6 (Boot up is time approximately 1 min and 32 sec) 


6. Goto your touch panel, enter your code, and then tap "Select a show" Now tap "Reload 
shows." This will load the content from the new micro SD card that you replaced in step 
4 and should only take a few seconds. 


7. In most cases the show will start up automatically at 9am. If the show install was 
completed after 9am, then you will need to start the show manually by doing the 
following from the touch panel: 


Enter code (if the screen has timed out) Tap "Admin" and now tap "Start up" to start your 
show.

If the LED rope lights are not operating correctly you can hold down all 
4 buttons on top at the same time cycle the power, do not release the buttons until the 
controller completely powers up. This should reset the controller and rectify the problem of the 
lights not chasing or changing colors.
